cn lanccn^e^v engine is preparing to provide the enhanced notification to the intended recipient. 

6. (Original) The system of claim 4 wherein the information related to the current online 
presence of the intended recipient includes inforsnation indicating a delivery mechanism 
associated with tlie online presence of the intended recipient at a time at which the enhancement 
engine is preparing to provide the enhanced notification to the intended recipient. 
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7. (Original) The system of claim 4 wherein the presence infomiation includes 
infonimtion indicating that the intended recipient physically is present within a predefined range 
of one or more of the delivery rnechanisins potentially available to the intended recipieut at a 
time at which the Siiliancenieiit engine is preparing to provide the enhanced notiikation to the 
intended recipient. 

8. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the predeteimined definition of the enhanced 
notification comprises a system definition. 

9. (Original) The system of claim 8 wherein the predeteimined definition of the enhanced 
notification farther comprises a preference of the intended recipient. 

10. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the predetermined definition of the 
enhanced notification comprises a data structure configured to accommodate a system definition 
and a preference of the intended recipient. 

1 1. (Original) The system, of claim 1 wherein the enhanced notification includes a 
cascaded delivery definition. 

12. (Original) I'he system of claim 1 1 wherein the cascaded delivery definition lists 
several delivery mechanisms, and wherein the enhancement engine is configured fisrther to use 
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ihe prescucc infonnatioii to select a delivery mechanism from within tlie cascaded delivery 
definitior! that appears available to provide tlie enhanced notification to tiie intended recipient 
without sigiiificant delay. 

13. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 wherein the cascaded delivery definition includes 
an instant message delivery meGhanism. 

14. (Original) The system of claim 1 1 Vv'lierein the cascaded delivery defhntion iT^cludes 
an email delivery mechanism. 

1 5. (Original) The s)«tem of claim 1 wherein the enhanced notification includes a 
lifespan. 

16. (Original) The s>'siem of claim 15 wherein the li fespan comprises a time period 
during which information of the enhanced notifica:tioTi reasonably may be expectal usefiilly to 
inform an action of the intended recipient.

19. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the enhanced notification is configured to 
provide the intended recipient with access to the eiecironic message by interacting with an aspect 
of tlie enhanced notiiication. 

20. (Original.) l"'he system of claim 19 wherein the system is further conngiired to update 
or eliminate a related instance of tlie enhanced notification based on the user interacting with the 
enfeanced notification . 

21. (Original) The system of claim 1 wherein the matching engine is configured farther 
to match the electronic message to the predetermined definition of the enhanced notification 
based on a source and a content of the electronic message,

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23. (Currently Amended) A method of reconfiguring an electronic message to effect an

detecting at least one of a message soiirce, a messa g^- destinatio fi, and message content 

characteiistics; 

accessing criieria. that is stored and related to attributes of electronic messages i ncluding 
at least one of message sonrce^ -iaes^ge- ^e s tinatio n-,- and message content cliai-acteristics; 

e¥al4HSting detemiining whedier e^^aet to reconfigure the eiectronic message as a second 
type message by compari ng the aecesscd criteria wit h corres ponding attributes of tlie elec tronic 
message incltKiiilg b ased- on at least one of the message source, ihc mofl&age doatuiotiM, a nd the 
message content characteristics detected determ ine d ; and 

reconfiguring the electronic message as the second type message w hen the c orresponding 
gtjrjbutes of &e electronic messag e including at least one of the message source,4he^ssage 
d6stinatie»-and the message content characteristics match the accessed criteria. 



24. (Original) Tire method of claim 23 fimher comprising: 
accessing stored criteria related to a subscriber status; 

evaluating whether or not to reconfigure the electronic message as a second type of 
message bs^ed on the detemiined subscriber status; and

providing a plurality of instances of the reconfigured message to the intended recipient 
based on the lifespan; 

sensing that an instance of the reconfigm-ed message has been iiccessed by the intended
